Californians drink moré wine 


and less beer than tiie rect of 
the country. 

Comparing béer and wine 
consumption in California with 
national figures, William G. 
Bonelli, chairman of the state 
board of equalization, reveals 
that, while Californians con- 
sumed about 15 percent le-s 
beer per capita in 1948 than the 
average consumption for the 
United States as a whole, their 
consumption cf commercially 
produced wine was more than 
two and a third times the na- 
tional rate. 

The rélatively heavy con- 
sumption of wine in California 
is undoubtedly related to the 
fact that California produces 
about 88 percent of the total 
national cutput.
